Activities of the Federal Prohibition 
Forces During Fiscal Year.

I lhat federal prohibition forces alone 
made 68,161 arrests for violations of 
the national prohibition law during 
the last fiscal year. 
The figures rep­ 
resent an increase of 1,225 over th e 
number of arrests by the same agents 
during the previous year, and 25,938 
more than two years ago. 
Statistics 
of arrests for intoxication and other 
infractions of liquor laws m ade by 
state and local authorities were not 
contained in the report. 
The 561 general federal prohibition 
agents active during the year dealt 
I with 82,611 cases, arrested 23,552 per­ 
sons and 
recommended 
prosecution 
against 
23.923 
offenders. 
Federal 
forces assigned to states reported 44,- 
609 arrests and seizure of 2,779 au­ 
tomobiles and i l l boats used in tran s­ 
put ting liquor.

will come to a standstill unless more 
money for this purpose is provided 
by congress. 
Admiral Reuret cited a 
num ber of cases where repairs are 
necessary, and other cases where ves­ 
sels already authorized by congress 
have not been completed due to lack 
of funds.
